The neighbor- 
hood we proposed to visit was unsafe for 
any man toeoter in the night uniess 
well protected, and we had therefore ta- 
ken such precaution as the first law of 
wature dictates in such cases. Turning 
down L—— to © street, we came 
to alarge white-washed door at which 
the officer tapped as if giving a signal to 
be understood within. The door was 
cautiously opened and we stood envel. 
oped in darkness, but the sound of distant 
music fell upon our ears. Wo groped 
our way to a flight of stairs, down which 
we marched, the officer being at the head, 
till we came to another door guarded by 
a porter, who proved to be the presiding 
genius of the establishment. He knew 
the officer; at a glance, and was as com- 
plaisant as if a new customer had come; 
and on being informed that we were on a 
excursion through his dominions, 

threw open his ball-room door, and 
there, as sure as life, wasa sigh!, such 
as the disordered brain of a madman 
might conjure, but which we had never 
ventured to believe was one of nighily 
similar scenes in this Christian city. A 
motley multitude of men and women. 
yellow and white, black and dingy, old 
and young, ugly and——no, not hand- 
some; God forbid that beauty should ever 
bloom ia such a hot.bed as this—but there 
they were, aset of inale and female 
Bacchenals, dancing to the tamborine 
and fiddle; giggling and laughing in o 
style peculiar to the remote descencants | 
of Ham, and making ‘night hedious’ with | 
their lascivious orgies. ‘Talk of the deg 
radation of the heathen; of savage pow- 
wows, and Pagan carnivala; and stir up 
sympathy for the siaves of sin in the 
depths of Africa or Asia. Here we were 
within a stone’s throw of the City Hall, in 
the centre of the first city in the most 
Christian country on the earth, and here 
was a sight to make the heart sicken and 
bleed: On one side of the room was a 
bar, tended by a ra-cally looking wretch 
who dealt out the liquors to the frequent 
calls of his customers; and as the drink 
ing and fiddiing went on, the fury of the 
company waxed ficrcer, unt.l the scene 
was as voreal and bewildering os if we 
had been suddenly ushered into the rev~ 
elling halis of the Prince of darkness, 

‘**Wandering through this horrid group 
was a young man whom we recognized 
as of a respectable (amily, but his bioated 
face and bloody eyes, and the loose fa- 
miliarity with which he addressd the 
company, showed that he was at home 
among them, and was already near the 
badir point of hisdownward carcer. We 
thought of the mother that gave him 
birth and whose heart would be wrung 
with egony at the ruin of her son, were 
she not one of the many mothers in the 
ranks of fashion and pride, perhaps this 
mother Gaunting at a more splendid ball, 
yielding to the voluptuous Llandishments 
of elegant vice, and listening to the flat. 
tering tongue that will lure ner to meet 
her lost boy at the gate of lower hell. 

“That gaudy girl,’ said the officer. 
‘decked with so much finery, makes it 
her profession to decoy men into houses 
kept for the purpose, and there she robs 
them. Many men from the curiosity, 
follow such persons as you sec her to be, 
and before they are aware of their dan- 
ger, they are in a spare from which es- 
cape is impossible.

The Imperial Flarcm at Constantinople. 
Before th®Sulten enters his harem at 
night, (and it ie not Bisiomary for him to do 
commun:

to the Khet Khoda, who announces it to 
the first lady in waiting on the kadina, 
all of whom have the honor of receiving 
the Sultan's visits in regular succession. 
Should indisposition prevent this, the next 
in turn is selected. At the appointed 
time, which is geoerally alter vatsy 
namazy, (night of the fifth prayer,”) the 
Sultan proceeds to the door dividing the 
harem from the mabain or Satamlyk. 
Here all his attendants, save the black 
agha on duty, make their obcaiance, and 
the door ia opencd by the portress iuside. 
Care is taken that all issues looking upon 
the inner galleries, through which the 
monarch passes, slia!l be closed. No per- 
son is permitted to appear, and perfect 
silence is maintained. 

The Sultan has a suit of apartments 
within the harem, to which the designated 
lady is generally conducted, and from 
which she withdraws at dawn. Lut 
sometimes he honors the kadinn in her 
own apartment. In the latter case a sig- 
pal is given by the agha, who precedes 
the monarch with lights; and the door 
heing opened, the Sultan is received by 
the ladv and her slaves with the most ab- 
‘ect demonstrations of respect. ‘he same 
silence and mystery are observed in the 
morning. 
Should his highness bathe within the 
harem, which never occurs unless indis» 
position should prevent his quitting the in- 
tervor, he is served by women allotted to 
this duty. They consist of gedeklik, 
(chosen,) who are alone entitled to this 
honor. This process is conducted with 
rigid attention to etiquetic and propricty, 
under the superintendence of two or more 
elderly costa.

Indeed, if religious 
and moral scruples, combined wiih court 
regulations, did not carb the will of the 
master, the jeslousy of kadinns, and the | 
watchful eve of the Khet Khoda and 
oostas would restrain indiscriminate ins 
dulgence. 

Livery movement, every look of the 
Sultan, within the harem or mabain, is 
regulated ty scrupulous attention to rulcs, 
and to the claims and privileges of each 
individual entitled to notice. Infractions 
of these rules,and gratificationsyof caprice, 
doubtless take place; but the tales that 
are recounted at Pera, the pandemonium 
of ignorance, falsehood, and venality, and 
the alsurdities woe read of unboundyc 
profligacy, are fictions founded upon 
mlice on one side, nud upon excessive 
credulity on the other. The avidity with 
which foreigners seek for and listen to 
the inventions of Peroto informants, en- 
cournges the latter to amuse themstlves 
at the expense of travelers, and thus to 
misicad Europe. Fifty instances, some 
of which have appeared in print, might 
be enumerated.

Whilst it js not our policy to sequite 
new territory for the mere purpose of 
toextend the area of freedom, and diffuse 
the blessings of liberty and peace. “This 
noble purpose, the Nashville Union just~ 
ly observes, is to be accomplished by 
reaceable means, and with the volumary 
consect of the inhabitants on the acquired 
territory. Whea such acquisitions can 
thus be made of contigous territory which 
i¢ essential to our national defence, the 
policy becomes obligatory upoo us, Upon 
these principles the annexation of Texas 
was not only justifiable, but absolutely 
necessary for our national safety; and 
upon the same great considerations, the 
acquisition of the Californias will beeome 
the republican policy of our government. 
To this point evegts are now rapidiy 
tending, and sooner or later it will be~ 
come the great question of the times, 
A few facts well established will pre~ 
vent the importance of this subject ia its 
true light. The only two important bar~ 
iors for our vessels from Cape Horn to 
the mouth of the Columbia river, are the 
mys of San Diego and San Francisco. 
Che British Government is so weil ap~ 
prised of the value of these harbors ia 
tic navigation of the Pacific ocean, that 
she has caused them both to be sounded 
atgreatexpense. She has had the who'e 
coast surveyed by cruisers. In 1840 she 
made overtures to Mexico the Cali~ 
fornins, and there is scarcely any doubt 
but that her negotiations have been con~ 
stantly prosecuted with an eye to the pos- 
sess.on, if she has not already obtained 
1 mortgage on them as indemnity for the 
debt of Mexico.
